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Continuation of 13. Other: The amendment filed on 6/26/2008 does not place the application in better form for appeal by materially 
reducing or simplifying the issues for appeal. Specifically, although Applicants" amendment, if entered, would overcome the rejection under 
35 USC 112, 1st paragraph regarding lack of enablement for a method of generating a neutralizing antibody response against autologous 
IL-15, it would be rejected under 35 USC 103 as being obvious in view of the combination of Grabstein et al, Gonzales et al, and Brewer et 
al, as originally set forth on pages 7-9 of the office action mailed on 10/18/2007. As currently amended, the claims read on a method of 
generating a neutralizing antibody response in any primate, rather than a specific patient population in need thereof. The rejection under 35 
USC 103 over the combination of Grabstein, Gonzales, and Brewer details the motivation provided by these references to practice a 
method of administering IL-15 with either aluminum hydroxide or P64k protein in order to generate specific anti-IL-15 antibodies. This 
rejection was previously withdrawn in response to Applicants amendments to the claims to cite administration to a person in need thereof. 
Therefore, because the currently submitted claims do not recite a specific patient population, but rather any primate, this rejeciton would be 
reinstated if the claims were entered . 
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
